Applicant's arguments filed on 5/10/2007 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The broadly claimed limitations of 
claims 1-11 and 16-19, as explained in the prior office action, are clearly read by Kubala and Liddy. Kubala clearly discloses the system 
that clusters by gender in col. 5, Ins. 19-30 and the groupings of documents organized by the frequency of extracted names in col. 6, Ins. 
1-25. Therefore, it is perfectly valid to interpret that teachings of Kubala is enough to read on the claimed documents in the clusters. It 
should be noted that it is the claims that define the claimed invention, and it is the claims not the specification that are anticipated or 
unpatentable. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain feature of applicant's invention, the argument is not persuasive 
because it does not clearly point out the patentable novelty which applicant thinks the claims present in view of the state of the art 
disclosed references cited. 

In response to applicant's argument that the Office action mailed on 2/5/2007 was premature because there was a change in rationale in 
support of a rejection, it should be noted that where the statutory basis for the rejection remains the same, and the evidence relied upon in 
support of the rejection remains the same, a change in the discussion of, or rationale in support of, the rejection does not necessarily 
constitute a new ground of rejection, see MPEP 1207.03 (III).
